The raid happened in the 
early hours of Tuesday. 

More than 100 computer 
games were later recovered 
dumped at Larford Lane, 
Astley, about two miles from 
Stourport.

They abandoned the truck 
in Pearl Lane, about half a 
mile from Larford Lane. It 
had been stolen from 
Shirley, Solihull. 

Pc Lee Wycherley, who is 
investigating, said: “We will 
be carrying out house-to- 
house inquiries and we 
would like to hear from any¬ 
one who may have seen any 
part of the incident.”

The railway chiefs say they have sold more than 30,000 
seats for their special Santa-themed trips in the run-up to 
Christmas. 

The event has been a sell-out this year with all the places 
on the pre-Christmas luncheon and dining trains, as well as 
the Christmas carol trains being booked. 

It is the first time officials at the steam heritage line, from 


Kidderminster to Bridg¬ 
north, can remember that 
happening. 

David Mee, Severn Valley 
Railway’s services manager, 
said: “We haven’t hit figures 
like these at any previous 
Christmas this century - 
and probably for a very long 
time before that. 

“It’s usually the case that 
our first Santa trains in 
early December are slow to 
sell. 

Nostalgic 

“The last ones in the late 
afternoons generally have a 
few spare seats. 

“But this year every single 
seat was snapped up - for the 
last three weeks, we’ve had 
no tickets left to sell - it’s 
been amazing.” 

Mr Mee said the statistics 
simply reinforced their 
belief in two things. 

“Firstly, when it comes to 
seeing Santa, nothing can 
compete with the nostalgic 
atmosphere of a live steam

train to take you there.” He

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Make time for lonely 
old folk, charity urges 


MANY elderly people in Worcestershire face 
a lonely Christmas and New Year, says 
research which shows that younger people 
are often too busy for older relatives. 

The Friends of the Elderly charity say that nationally, 
500,000 older people are spending Christmas alone this 
year. In the poll of 2,000 adults aged 16-65, nearly one in 


four admitted they won’t be 
including any elderly people 
in their celebrations. 

When asked what pre¬ 
vented them from visiting 
the elderly, 44 per cent said 
that they did not have 
enough time. 

Nearly a quarter said they 
“never got round to it” and 
a further 13 per cent said 
they simply did not want to. 

Shopping 

Just 13 per cent say they 
would consider having a 
lonely older person that 
would otherwise spend 
Christmas Day alone share 
the day with them, despite 
68 per cent of people saying 
the worst thing they could 
imagine at Christmas would 
be to be alone. 

Even though 43 per cent 
of people say they find inter¬ 
acting with the elderly 
enjoyable, more people 
would rather volunteer with 
animals (28 per cent) than 
the elderly (26 per cent). 

When asked what they felt 
the meaning of Christmas 
was, 60 per cent of people 
said they believed spending 


quality time with family and 
friends to be the true mean¬ 
ing of Christmas. 

However, more people 
cited it as a time for shop¬ 
ping (nine per cent) than as 
a time to help others (just 
one per cent). 

Isolation puts older people 
at risk, according to Richard 
Furze, CEO of Friends of 
the Elderly. He said: “Isola¬ 
tion can be devastating. 

“And isolated people are 
less likely to obtain the serv¬ 
ices they need or seek help.” 

The charity is urging peo¬ 
ple to keep an eye on elderly 
relatives and neighbours, 
and not just at Christmas. 

Mr Furze said: “Small 
things such as checking in 
on an older neighbour, pop¬ 
ping a card through their 
door or having a chat at the 
shops is enjoyable, only 
takes a moment and can 
make a real difference.”

Thousands living with the 
fear of losing their homes 


MORE than a quarter of people in Kiddermin¬ 
ster and the West Midlands generally fear los¬ 
ing their homes because of the economic 
downturn. 

A survey on behalf of the homelessness charity Crisis has 
found that 28 per cent of people are living with that con¬ 
cern. Nationally, the figure is 25 per cent. 


Another 26 per cent think 
that in the next few months 
they could get into difficul¬ 
ties with their rent or mort¬ 
gage payments in the next 
few months. 

Already, nine per cent say 
they are struggling with 
payments. 

Government homeless¬ 
ness statistics also just 
released revealed that 2,280 
people were accepted in the 
West Midlands as homeless 
and in “priority need“ for 
accommodation in the most 
recent quarter. 

Emergency 

Under the law most single 
homeless people do not have 
a right to accommodation 
and a report by the Local 
Government Ombudsman 
found that councils some¬ 
times do not give single 
homeless people the help 
they need. 

Nationally, nearly three 
quarters of people nationally 
said they would support a 
change in the law to force 
councils to provide emer¬ 
gency accommodation for 
single homeless people. 


Most people in the survey 
said if they were homeless 
they should be able to get 
short-term emergency 

accommodation and help to 
find somewhere more per¬ 
manent to stay from their 
council. 

Statistics from the 
Department of Communities 
and Local Government show 
that nationally, six per cent- 
more people were found to 
be unintentionally homeless 
and in priority need than 
during the same quarter in 
2010. 

This is the third quarterly 
rise and reflects a prediction 
from Crisis that the eco¬ 
nomic downturn would 
leave more people facing the 
threat of homelessness. 

Crisis chief executive 
Leslie Morphy said: “With 
over a quarter of people in 
the West Midlands worried 
about losing their homes, 
evidence that the system is 
not working for single home¬ 
less people strikes home. 

“Now is the time for min¬ 
isters to change the law so 
single homeless people get 
the help they need.”

Looking east to recycle 


PEOPLE in the Wyre Forest area are 
being urged to look eastwards to try 
a new system to dispose of their 
household waste. 

Worcestershire County Council 
wants to cut down on the amount of 
waste produced by households. 

Bosses are suggesting a system 
called bokashi which, they say, is ideal 
for people with small gardens because 
it can be performed indoors. 

Bokashi, Japanese for “fermented 
organic matter” is a composting 
system that can be done in a kitchen 


using specially-designed buckets. 

They work by using fermentation. 
You put food scraps in the bucket, 
sprinkle the bokashi material over it 
and seal the lid. 

After two to three weeks, the result¬ 
ing liquid can be diluted and used as 
plant fertiliser. 

Councillor Anthony Blagg, cabinet 
member with responsibility for waste 
and environment said: “This is a bril¬ 
liant idea because a significant propor¬ 
tion of what is ending up in landfill 
comes from organic waste.” 


Christopher Atkinson, senior waste 
prevention officer, said: “The bokashi 
system enables organic waste like veg¬ 
etable peelings, teabags, and other 
food scraps and leftovers, and also 
meat, to be recycled without using an 
outdoor compost bin.”

Rolling out history at 
the other carpet town 


Kidderminster is rightly 
famous as the local carpet 
manufacturing town - but it 
is not the only one. 

Bridgnorth used to have a huge 
carpet factory, J & W Southwell 
Ltd, right on the banks of the River 
Severn, dominating the northern 
side. 

Joseph Southwell first started 
his carpet enterprise in 1809, oper¬ 
ating from a former Fransiscan 
monastery in the appropriately 
named Friar’s Lane. 

Bridgnorth had many hand-loom 
weavers and Southwell built his 
first factory, also in Friar’s Lane, 
leasing hand looms to local 
weavers. 

Joseph joined with his brother to 
form Joseph and William Southwell

in 1828, weaving “Kidderminster” 
carpets. The factory was expanded 
steadily along the banks of the 
Severn. The river was vital both for 
transport and as a water supply. 

In 1855, 22 Brussels powerlooms 
were installed and expansion con¬ 
tinued until in 1890 there were 75 
Brussels looms and 20 Royal 
Axminster looms. 

Hand looms were still in evi¬ 
dence, and for her Diamond Jubilee 
in 1897 Queen Victoria was pre¬ 
sented with a carpet which was pro¬ 
duced for her by a team of 
Southwell’s hand loom weavers. By 


the 1930s the factory occupied a 
huge frontage on the river, and the 
company was one of the largest 
employers in the town. 

But in 1944 it was sold to the 
Carpet Manufacturing Company. 

In the 1970s the carpet industry 
had fierce competition from abroad 
and in 1971, rationalisation began 
within the company. Departments 
were closed, and ironically a 
“Bridgnorth” shed was opened in 
the company’s Kidderminster 
works. 

The writing was on the wall, and 
in 1977 the factory closed. The site 
is now used for housing. 

Kidderminster and Bridgnorth 
are linked by the famous Severn 
Valley Railway, but they are also 
linked also by this shared heritage 
of carpet weaving.

COMPANY car drivers will 
save money by choosing 
Mazda6 diesel or Mazda2 
petrol models following 
reductions to C02 emission 
figures for these cars.

McDermott enjoying life investing in youth 


DARREN McDermott marked a 
year that changed his life by 
opening his own amateur boxing 
club - but it wasn’t until he saw 
Gerald McClellan on television 
that he appreciated his luck. 

The former Midlands and 
English middleweight champion, 
who also challenged for the British 
and Commonwealth titles, saw his 
career come to a sad end in Sep¬ 
tember last year. 

McDermott was in training for a 
shot at the British super-mid¬ 
dleweight title against Paul Smith 
when a stray blow to the head from 
Nathan Cleverly, now a WBO 
world champion, left him in 


danger. Brain surgery saved his life 
but ended his career at 32, leaving 
a huge void that could only be filled 
by staying in the sport. 

Today, the 33-year-old is content 
again after opening his own 
amateur boxing club, Brooklands 
ABC, named after his house and 
run from his home gym in the back 
garden in Woodsetton, Sedgley. 

His first five fighters have been 
cleared and carded and the club 
already has ABA status, with 
McDermott regaining the amateur 
trainer’s licence he had from his 
days at Priory Park ABC.
